Beyond all doubt it jnay be asserted that 
the CrdrhwellJockey Club has now assumed 

V the leading position amongst such societies 
upon the Otago ^ goldhelds. The meeting 

■ jost over is a conclusive evidence of this fact 

^ Wo that some of the principal reasons 

’ for this pleasing result are not far to seek. 

The members of the Club have for some 
^ years Set their minds to achieving this, and 
'• that, too, in spite of adverse siirroundingB in 
the shape of hard times and consequently an 
abilityto offer only small stakes. The establish- 
ment of the Cromwell Derby was, at its 
initiation, an experiment, the succoss ofjwhioh 
.was very questionable ; but to-day the 
; wisdom and foresight of the Club in this 
matter are strongly and pleasingly apparent. 
The fields have stilly increased, and to the 

■ Derby does the meeting of this year owe a 
great portion of its popularity. All comers 
of the district were represented in it, and the 
interest was consequently most general. An^ 
other leading feature in the CluVs maiiage- 

. roent has. been to encourage owners. ' No 
matter how gloomy looked the prospect from 
a financial point of view, the practice of levy- 
V ' ing mail on owners by high nomination and 
' 'qualification fees has never been introduced. 
\ Thus it is that owners think it worth while 
' tocome from a distance in prospect of winning 
a decent stake not being hedged around by 
anything in the way of heavy previous ex-, 
pensas. Another point is worthy of notice. 
The handicapping has always been conducted 
on a fair principle. It may not have been 
any better than in other plac^, hut owners 
from a distance have all along had the satis- 
faction of seeing their animals treated upon 
their merits. There has been no favoritism 
to district horses. We hope that the Club 
may long continue to deserve praise in this 
respect, for not only do the races assume a 
large importance in turf annals, and a greater 
interest to visitors, but the breed of local 
horses is sure to be improved, for an oppor- 
tunity is given them of competing against the 
best blood, and of thus measuring more 
f accurately their 'capabilities. Of course we, 
M well as others, , should like to see the 
’ ' money remaining amongst our local ^ ‘ sports, ” 
who persevere to deserve it ; but frequently 
they have a ''cut in” on fair terms, and then 
they have the pleasure of knowing that their 
horses have won as they should do, and have 
not had the stakes thrown to them as a gift. 
We jhope that the Cromwell Jockey Club may 
^ jong continue to be animated by such fair 
' and liberal principles, and hope also that 
their Derby may continue to improve, and that 
th|^y may see their way to increasing the other 
stakes from year to year. 

For some weeks Wore Tuesday last; the 
above meeting attracted considerable atten- 
tion, not only in the Cromwell district^ but 
throughout the Qoldfields generally, and 
' nearly every sporting man had “booked” 
something anent the Derby before the gene- 
ral entries were made known. When these 
appeared — so far as concerned tlie Grand 
Stand and Flying Handicaps — speculation 
Increased, and the published acceptances only 
intensified the desire to get “something on.” 
It need scarcely be said that this sporting 
feeling strengthened the notion that the 
Cromwell races of 1830 would in every sense 
eclipse any that had gone before during the 
^ last ten years. So strong was the local 
sporting excitement that it is not far wrong 
to aver that the amount of money wagered 
and otherwise laid out on the respective 
events was altogether beyond the value of 
the stakes ofiered. * In some communities 
this fact would probably have led to a good 
deal of running. “ on the cross,” and it is 
therefore the more gratifying to chronicle 
that the racing throughout was honest, and 
the Club prizes earned on the merits of the 
horses. In fact the large entries for each 
event all but precluded any collusion. The 
amount of money invested in wagers and 
through the medium of Oalenttas and the 
totalisator was simply wonderful for an up- 
coiintiy meeting, and this, with the very 
large attendance, goes to show that the 
Cromwell Club has established itself as the 
premier institution of the kind in the interior 
of Otago, The enterprise and good manage- 
ment that^ has marked the Olub^B officers, 
individually and collectively, may bo ac- 
cepted as a guarantee that in the future the 
Cromwell race-meeting will continue to ad- 
vance in prestige and attractiveness. That 
its position is already recognised was proved 
by the wide area from which visitors attended. 
From Lawrence to Queenstown, every centre 
of population was more or less represented, 
and even.Duoedin itself contributed to swell 
the concourse.

In the Grand 
Stand Handicap the first day Nautilus was 
sent to win, but the pace was too strong for 
her, and she shut up before a mUe was gone. 
He running throughout leads one to form 
the impression that for a short distance she 
is very speedy, but a. mile is about the ex- 
tent of her staying power. Atlantic ran a 
good horse, and is a weight carrier. In the 
two mile handicap he came like a lion at the 
finish, and passed his horses with great ease. 
Giving Unknown two stone is a really credit- 
able performance. Dr Leahy’s Dandy in the 
race just mentioned prove himself a stayer, 
and possibly had ho been fit to go for the 
County Plate would have troubled Idle Girl. 
This is by no means doubtless, however, for 
Idle Girl is unquestionably the moat racing 
looking youngster ever bred in this neighbor- 
hood. Our handicappers will have to watch 
her in future years, Mr M'Kenna’a horses 
were not in anything like form apparently. 
Playboy doing no performance at all like last 
year’s, whilst old Haricot was very tender 
about the feet and should not have been 
started in the second day’s handicap. Un- 
known ran a better horse the first day than 
the second, evidently being baked through 
want of condition. Of the local nags Bongh- 
leen Dhoun and Ruby astonished everybody. 
Nothing could look at the former in short 
spurts, whilst Ruby ran so well as to : justify 
a belief that he would pay to train for bigger 
things. The Derby was really the best race of 
the meeting. Investment was held for a great 
deal of money, and his victory would have 
' been a heavy blow to some, as much as 10 to 
I being given about him up to a day before 
the meeting.

, Speaking of the meeting as a whole, we 
can only reiterate that it has been a great 
success, and gives promise of even greater 
successes in future years. It is evident that 
the Cromwell meeting will be looked forward 
to far and wide. The excellent management 
of the Stewards deserves every commenda- 
tion. Those particularly deserving mention 
are Mr Jolly (the judge), Mr Dawkins (the 
starter), and -Mr Smith (the clerk of the 
. course). The close attention paid by these 
gentlemen to their respective duties had not 
a little to do with the harmony that pre- 
vailed— no protest or dispute of any kind 
arising during the meeting. Mr Preahaw 
(President) was also unflagging as ever in 
his efforts to get things through amicably 
and with spirit ; whilst Mr MacKellar 
officiated at the scales with tbe imp^irtiality 
and coolness that are so characteristic of him. 
The booth and refreshment department were 
in hands of Mr Perriam, of Lowbum, 
and the liberal provision made to supply the 
best of both fluid and solid requirements 
fully warranted the large amount of patron- 
age received. The servitors were plentiful, 
civil and obliging, leaving no cause for com- 
plaint in their departments. 

Tuesday forenoon did not present indica- 
tions of the weather being propitious — fitful 
gusts of wind drove light clouds of sand 
acToaa the flat, and from town the locality of 
the course did not look inviting. It waa a 
question of waterproofs or dustcoats, — or 
both. Ladies were by this threatening 
aspect of affairs precluded from being 
present, although there were a few of the 
bravest who dared the elements. These had 
no cause to regret it, for on the course, which 
waa sheltered by the terraces from the nor’- 
wester, there waa scarcely any dust and the 
wind waa not strong to be unpleasant.

Hebrides, murderer of a man, Auckland ; 
W. Hutchins, European,: murderer- of his 
wife and child, Westland ; and Tuhi, Maori, 
murderer of Miss Dobie, Taranaki. 

A man named Gibson shot another named 
Kerison at Templeton,’ a few miles from 
Christchurch, on Christmas Eve,' The two 
wore on bad terms, aa. Kerison’s sister was 
living with Gibson as his wife, though un- 
married, and a fortnight ago he took her 
away, which caused Gibson, to threaten to 
shoot him. On examination at the Hospital, 
it was found that Kerison’s bollarbone was 
broken, and the bullet is still somewhere in 
his body. The man’s condition is precarious. 
Gibson was arrested. 

In connection with the burial of the old 
■ West Coast chief Tainiii, it wds told to the 
Grey River Argm hy the deceased’s family 
that there is still believed to be some of the 
old Maori tribe living in the southern parts 
. of the West Coast, and that not long since a 
female was captured with finger-nails like 
claws, some inches in length, but in con- 
sequence of the appearance of a number of 
males of the tribe her captors were com- 
pelled to let her go. Mr Taiaroa, who is re- 
garded as the head of the all but lost tribe, 
hM several times desired to send out a party 
of Natives to ascertain the retreat of the 
tribe, but it has been considered tip to the 
present time that it would be almost useless, 
as the tribe is no doubt concealed in fast- 
nesses unknown to either Europeans or 
Maoris,

THE CONDITION OP IRELAND. 

— 

; LoNDoy, December 14. 

’ The Protestant Church at Ballinahmch has 
been forcibly entered and oomplecely 
wrecked.'i :/ - r , , , > . . 

It has transpired that at a.Cabipet meeting 
beld^-yosterday, it Was resolved on the joint 
recommendation , of . Earl ■ Spencer and . Mr ' 
Forster that immediately upon the assembU 
ing of Parliament in January, the. Houses 
should be asked to assent to the suspeneion 
of the Habeas Corpus Act in Ireland, and 
that measures for a reform of the Irish land 
laws should be introduced as soon as possible. 

A protracted sitting of the Impi'rial Cabinet 
has been held, at which the situation of affairs 
in Ireland was thoroughly discussed. It was 
resolved to despatch 6,000 additional troops 
to Ireland for the maintenance of order, as 
reports had arrived that serious rioting had 
taken place at Arlington. 

In the riots that had occurred at Arlington, 
a serious collision with the police occurred. 
The police succeeded in making several 
arrests, and a number of the rioters were 
wounded. 

Judge Dowse, formerly Attorney -General 
for Ireland, has been threatened by the Land 
Leaguers. 

The Land Leaguers succeeded in prevent- 
ing the export from Cork of the produce of 
any farmers belonging to landlords obnoxious 
to the League. ~ 

Serious riots have taken place in Irish- 
town, .a .populmia suburb of., Dublin, in- 
habited principally by the 'poorer claaaes of 
the population. The police, in endeavoring 
to suppress the disturbance, - were attacked 
by the mob and very roughly handled. In 
making arrests the police wounded five per- 
sons seriously. 

' December 16, 

Serious disturbances have occvirred in 
Donegal, and a portion of that County has 
been proclaimed in a disturbed state. 

A farmer has been murdered at Granard, 
in the County of Longford, for hia opposition 
to a decision of the Land League. The 
murderer is unknown. 

Messrs Healey and Walsh, arrested some 
week ago on charges of using threats against 
farmers, conspiracy, and excitin^j ill will among 
Her . Majes.ty’8 subjects in , Ireland, were 
placed on trial to-day and pleaded Not guilty. 
The Court, which was strongly guarded by 
military, was crowded. The hearing of the 
case occupied the entire day. , 

A meeting has been held for the purpose 
of raising funds for the Parnell defence fund. 

A considerable sum was collected. 

December 16. 

Messrs Healey and Walsh have been ac- 
qu^ted and discharged. The reanlt was re- 
ceived with an exhibition of frantic excite- 
ment, and both gentlemen were recipients of 
a tremendous ovation. They are, to be 
banqueted. ' 

A letter has been sent' by Lord Carnarvon 
to Mr John Bright, in which he denounces 
his 'speech of November 16th aa unfitting in 
a Cabinet Minister, and deplores its ever 
having been made. He further attacks the 
Government for giving preference to ! 
theoretical reforms before first making strong ; 
efforts for restoring law and order in Ireland. ' 

The trial of the Irish agitators, against i 
whom prosecutions have been instituted by ! 
the Crown fr>r conspiracy and sedition will 
commence Immediately before the Gburt of | 
Queen’s Bench in Dublin. The movement 
started to raiso aubacriptions for the defence 
has been liberally responded to, and, the 
American sympathisers undertake to provide 
all the funds necessary to defray: the cost of 
the defence. 



DEATH BY DROWNING AT THE 
OCEAN BEACH. - 
r — ^ 

A sad accident occurred at the Ocean Beach 
oil ths morning of 21st, by which a young 
woman named Elizabeth Randall was drowned. 
She and a companion, who is named Louisa 
Martin and was employed at the Rainbow 
Hotel, George-street, at about 11 o’clock went 
to the recently -established bathing place at the 
Beach, and after getting dresses from Mrs 
Kingston went in for a bath. After they had 
been in the sea for a few minutes, Mr Kingston, 
who always watches any bathers carefully, 
heard them screaming, and seeing that they had 
both let go of the rope to which they had pre- 
vionaly been holding on he plunged in to tneir 
rescue. Owing to the force uf the breakers ho 
had considerable difficulty in reaching them, 
but at last managed to get first one and then 
the other in a comparatively safe place nearer 
the shore and on a rising mound in the sand. 
Mr Kingston then took hold of Mias Martin, 
and endeavored to rench the land, but in this 
he had the greatest difficulty, and three deaths 
would almost inevitably have occurred if . Mr 
John P,attinson, who happened to be walking 
along the beach, had not got a buoy from Mrs 
Kingston and swum out to assist. On reaching 
Miss Martin and Mr Kingston he put the buoy 
over the former, and, seizing the latter, dragged 
him ashore in a state of insensibility. Miss 
Martin was then got in safely, but Miss Randall 
had in the meantime been washed out to sea, 
and nothing more was seen of her. Mias Martin 
soon recovered from the effects of her accident, 
but Mr Kingston was in a precarious state for 
some time. Too much credit cannot be given 
him for the courage which he showed in en- 
deavoring to save both the girls. No blame can 
be attached to him or Mrs Kingston, who are 
particularly attentive to bathers; and from 
what we can hear the unfortunate accident is 
imdoabteiily due to the young women indulging 
iu "skylarking" and losing their Hold of the 
rope which is laid down for the safety of 
bathers. Miss R,andall was a native of Eng- 
land and arrived here about two years ago 
She bad recently left the employment of Mr 
, Hall, dyer, of Stuar t- street. — '
